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Council Approves Groundfish Plan For Public Hearing 
They Add Alternative With No Moratorium

After hundreds of hours of 
strenuous debate, the New England 
Fisheries Management Council has 
finally approved a draft Amendment 
5 to the Groundfish Management 
Plan. They took this long awaited 
action at the January meeting in 
Danvers. Public Hearings could be 
held as early as March. Responding 
to strong opposition from the 
industry, the Council added a fourth 
alternative that would combine the 
three area management plan with a 
provision eliminating the 
moratorium. 

This brings the fourth alternative 
much closer to the position taken by 
New Bedford fishermen acting 
through the Co-Op Groundfish 
Committee. The Co-Op position 
favors the three area alternative 
because it alone recognizes that 
southern New England must be 
managed differently from 
Georges Bank and the Gulf 
of Maine. Our position 
supports this alternative 
but advocates removal of 
the moratorium. We 
argued that the overall 
quota contained in the plan 
provided a fail-safe 
mechanism to the effort 
reduction provision and 
this made limited access 
unnecessary. Determined 
as they were to impose a 
moratorium, the Council 
finally agreed with this 
argument by an 
unexpectedly 

overwhelming 16-1 vote. 

We will review New 
Bedford’s position after the 
public hearing document 
has been prepared. While 


we still have some differences of 
opinion, it is encouraging to see at 
least one of the alternatives respond 
to our suggestions. It is important to 
note however that the Council prefers 
an alternative that would regulate 
southern New England the same as 
the Gulf of Maine (with 6” mesh) 
and would limit access to the fishery. 
In other words there is finally a home 
for us to go, but we’re not there yet. 

The Council also approved a 
provision offered by Jim McCauley 
of Point Judith that would weaken 
the moratorium provision in the 
preferred alternative. This would 
impose in year 4 a 1-year time delay 
to obtain a permit to groundfish. 

This is an improvement that we 
should acknowledge. Jim McCauley 
also succeeded in adding a provision 
that would allow fishermen with a 
history of small mesh fishing to carry 


more than one mesh on board with 
certain conditions. 

Before the full vote on the 
Amendment the Council heard a 
summary of the projected economic 
impact. Two conclusions were clear. 
The first and most important is that 
any of the alternatives is significantly 
better over the long term than no 
action. The second is that gillnetters 
are more adversely affected than 
trawlers. 

The final vote was climactic. 
There had been much talk about the 
erosion of support for the draft 
Amendment. There were certainly 
some people who didn’t like the plan 
but felt sending it out to public 
hearing was their only option; they 
considered going back to square one 
as too painful. Most people 
projected a close vote. The final vote 
was 14-3. I read this not so much

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as support for the plan as support for 
the public’s turn to be heard. In 
addition to the Co-Op meeting that we 
will have in New Bedford, there will . 
also be an Industry Advisors meeting, 
although at press time it had not yet 
been scheduled. 

On other matters the Council 
heard a brief progress(?) report on 
scallops. Public hearings are planned 
for February. The Council will 
request an answer from NMFS on the 
Northeast Atlantic Swordfish Net 
Association’s request for an 
experimental fishery. The Council 
supports the proposal as a way to 
reduce marine mammal bycatch in a 
gear that potentially has many 
advantages in terms of size selectivity. 
The Council also approved a scoping 
document for monkfish. Early 
indications are that this species is 
under strain and should be protected 
by a fishery management plan. This 


is the first step. The monkfish 
committee has distributed a voluntary 
gear conflict resolution. They hope 
that if enough vessels voluntarily 
subscribe to it, we can avoid a formal 
government action. If you have 
received ihis resolution in the mail, 
please sign it and return it. If you 
have any questions on it, please call 
me. It would be good to show that 
fishermen can work out gear conflict 
issues by themselves without 
interference by the government. 

Lobster 

The Council spent about a day on 
lobster issues. The industry has 
submitted a 12-point plan to reduce 
overfishing. Point 12 says, “No 
lobsters may be landed that have been 
harvested using the otter and beam 
trawl (dragging) method of fishing or 
other mobile gear.” Representatives 
of the Maine Lobstermen’s 


Association acknowledge that this is 
an extreme position. Their real 
objective appears to be preventing an 
increase of fishing effort on lobsters 
by draggers forced out of 
groundfishing by the new 
management plan. We will meet in 
Portsmouth on January 25th to try to 
work out compromise language. If 
you have comments on this issue, 
please let me know before then. I can 
be reached at 993-9926. 

Lastly, Dr. William Fox attended 
the 2-day session in Danvers. He is 
vigorously campaigning to keep his 
job as Director of NMFS and 
Assistant Administer for Fisheries in 
NOAA. But in case he doesn’t, 
President Bush gave him career status 
as Deputy Assistant Administrator for 
Fisheries. In political circles this is 
called “burrowing in.” Known for his 
scientific abilities, Dr. Fox is showing 
he’s a politician as well.

PART TWO 

Advisory Committee Approves 
Revised Licensing Plan 


This week we will complete our 
review of the “revised” licensing plan 
adopted by the Commercial Fishing 
Industry Vessel Advisory Committee at is 
meeting last month in New Orleans. In the 
last issue we covered the basic licensing 
requirements, training by third parties, 
age requirements, manning and 
experience requirements. 

CHARACTER AND HABITS OF 
LIFE - along with physical requirements 
- was one of the most difficult issues for 
the working group and the CFIVAC to 
deal with. But in the end it was agreed 
that operator of a commercial fishing 
vessel should be subject to the same 
requirements as holders of other Coast 
Guard licenses, such as: 

FBI record and National Driver 
Registry check would be required to 
verify criminal information supplied on 
the application. 

Fraudulent application. Failure to 
complete an application truthfully can in 
itself lead to a determination of fraud and 
subsequently lead to the voiding of any 
license issued under an application. 
Dangerous drug offenses. The Coast 
Guard has the authority to deny a license 
to any individual who has been convicted 
of a drug law violation within 10 years 
preceding the date of application, or who 
has ever been a user of or addicted to the

use of a dangerous drug, including 
marijuana. 

DWI/DUI. Conviction for DWI/DUI are 
considered to be more than minor traffic 
violation and reflect unfavorably on the 
applicant’s suitability to be entrusted with 
the duties and responsibilities of a license. 

Factors that the Coast Guard will 
consider when reviewing the information 
regarding an individual’s past will include 
- the type of offense; the number of 
offenses; the recency of the offenses; the 
age at which the offenses were 
committed; any evidence of “career 
criminal” status; and, relevancy of the 
offenses to the issuance of the license. 

(See grandfathering section for more 
information.) 

CHEMICAL TESTING as required by 
Federal law - pre-employment, periodic, 
serious marine incidents, reasonable cause 
and random, would be required for license 
holders, and for unlicensed crewmembers 
involved in the operation of the vessel. 
REGENCY of sea service. Three months 
of qualifying service within the three 
years immediately preceding the date of 
application. 

PHYSICAL REQUIREMENTS. The 
existing standards for applicant’s vision, 
color sense, and general physical 
condition would be applied. 

RENEWAL. A Coast Guard license is

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issued for five years, and can be 
renewed by submitting evidence of 
continued eligibility, including a . 
refresher course on personal survival, 
stability and Rules of the Road. 

Existing Licenses: 

Master of vessels 200 gross tons 
or less must be appropriately 
endorsed to operate fishing vessels 
commensurate with the tonnage on 
the existing license. Applicant must 
complete a personal survival course. 

Operator of uninspected 
passenger vessel, Mote on vessel of 
1600 gross tons or less must meet the 
requirements for an original license. 
Master of vessels over 200 gross 
tons, and unlimited Mate are 
considered to be equivalent for 
service on commercial fishing 
vessels less than 200 gross tons. 


Initial Implementation 

Upon publication of the 
implementing regulations, there 
would be a seven year period during 
which commercial fishermen would 
required to comply with the new 
provisions and be licensed to preform 
the duties and functions as Master of 
commercial fishing industry vessels. 

Individuals will be able to 
submit an initial application. The 
Coast Guard will acknowledge 
receipt of the application with a letter 
called an “Application 
Acknowledgement”. The Application 
Acknowledgment will allow the 
fisherman to operate vessels for a 
specified period of time. During that 
period of time the fisherman must 
obtain a certificate indicating that he 
or she has successfully completed an 
approved training course. 


By the end of the 
implementation period all fishing 
vessel operators will be required to 
have an Application 
Acknowledgment or a Coast Guard 
license. 

To continue serving as a Master 
of a commercial fishing vessel 
beyond the expiration date of the 
Application Acknowledgment the 
individual must receive a license- 
The expiration dates of the 
Application Acknowledgments will 
be managed so as to spread the work 
load out over a five year period. 
Incentives will be developed to 
encourage operators to apply early 
during the phase-in period. 

Each application must be 
accompanied by a self-certified sea 
service form, or a letter from the 
vessel operating company (or 
companies) certifying the name(s)

GRANDFATHERING. Individuals 
obtaining a license during the seven 
year implementation period for the 
licensing of fishing vessels operators 
would have to meet the following 
requirements - 

Master of fishing vessels less than 
79 feet - 360 days as person in charge 
on Fishing vessels. 

Master of fishing vessels less than 
200 gross tons, 79 feet or more - 
720 days as person in charge on 
Fishing vessels, with at least six 
months of the time on fishing vessels 
over 79 feet. 

Training - Third party training would 
be limited to: personal survival, 
stability. Rules of the Road, first-aid 
and CPR. 

Character and habits of life - Lack 
of recent convictions is clear 
evidence of rehabilitation, especially 
if the applicant has had time to prove 
rehabilitation. “Application 
acknowledgements” will allow the 
individual with past criminal 
convictions to operate fishing vessels 
for an additional period of time, a 
minimum of two years. During this 
period if the applicant shows no 
subsequent conviction this will be 
acceptable as evidence of reform.. 
Certain crimes - such as crimes 
against national security, capitol or 
first degree murder, crimes of 
violence such as rape or assault with 
a weapon, career criminal, and 
importation of drugs - are so serious 
that the applicant must be evaluated 
to determine fitness to hold a license. 
The purpose of the evaluation is to 
keep the hard core and habitual 
criminal from receiving a Coast 
Guard license and give the reformed 
criminal the opportunity to make a 
living. An applicant who has no 
criminal conviction within ten years 
before applying, and has not be 


incarcerated for the previous five 
years will normally be granted a 
license. 

Applicants must be up-front and 
truthful concerning their past history. 
If an applicant has a tainted past, he 
needs to show evidence to the Coast 
Guard that he can be entrusted with a 
Coast Guard license. Submitting a 
fraudulent application will only 
hinder his opportunity to receive a 
Coast Guard license. 

Recency. No requirement for recency 
of service during the ‘grandfathering’ 
period. 

Physical requirements during 
grandfathering period. 

Color vision. Applicants with color 
vision problems would be limited to 
operation between sunrise and sunset 
Vision. Applicant’s corrected vision 
in the belter eye is at least 20/40 and 
whose uncorrected vision in the 
better eye is at least 20/400. 

Hearing. Applicant possess an 
average threshold of more than 40db 
in each ear at 500, 1000, 2000, and 
3000 Hz and/or functional speech 
discrimination of at least 90% at 
55db in both ears with the use of a 
hearing-aid.

December 11, 1993/5:12am 

The F/V Betty Ann notified 
Woods Hole Coast Guard Station 
that they were taking on water, 
the lazerette had flooded, the 
master feared that the vessel 
would sink rapidly. The vessel 
was 10 miles east of Chatham. A 
Coast Guard Helicopter was 
launched immediately to hoist the 
people on board and the Coast 
Guard Cutter Forward was 
diverted from the Hague Line. 
When the helicopter arrived on 
the scene, the F/V sank and all 
eight crewmembers were in the 
water. A rescue swimmer was 
deployed and the men were 
hoisted out of the water and 
brought to shore. Three 
crewmembers required 
hospitalization. 

December 10, 1992/7:49 am 

The Coast Guard Cutter Forward 
monitored the 60' New Bedford 
Scalloper, F/V Victor 
approximately 2100 yards across 
the Hague Line fishing. The 
vessel was intercepted, boarded 


and the catch value was 
detennined to be $3,500. 

However 2200 lbs of scallop shell 
slock on deck comprised 
approximately $550 of that 
amount.

December 11, 1992/ 1:45 pm 

The Coast Guard Station in 
Woods Hole received a report that 
a person spotted a flare from the 
Fairhaven/New Bedford Bridge. 
The Fairhaven Police also 
received four reports of a flare in 
the vicinity of Fort Phoenix. The 
New Bedford Harbor Master and 
New Bedford Police searched the 
harbor with no results. A Coast 
Guard Aircraft was diverted to 
assist in the search. There was no 
response to urgent marine 
broadcasts and no other distress 
reported in the area. 

December 13, 1992/ 3:00 am 

Coast Guard Operation Center 
had been tracking numerous 
121.5 signal solutions coming 


from the vicinity of Chatham ever 
since the F/V Betty Ann sunk on 
December 11. An aircraft was 
launched to locate the signal 
source. Once on the scene the 
pilot was able to hear a weak 
signal, but unable to find its 
location. There was no vessel 
traffic in the vicinity of the alert. 
Further passes failed to detect an 
active EPIRB signal. There were 
no other vessels sighted in the 
area and no other reports of 
distress. 

December 14, 1992/5:00 pm 

A Coast Guard Helicopter, while 
returning from a logistics flight 
from Nantucket, picked up a 
121.5 EPIRB signal coming from 
a beach area on the eastern tip of 
Martha's Vineyard. The 
helicopter crew recovered a 406 
EPIRB and the information on the 
EPIRB indicated that it was 
activated by the crew of the F/V 
Betty Ann which sank on 
December 11.

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Fluke Regulations 
Amended To Allow 
5,000 Lb Limit 

Fishermen who fish directly for 
summer flounder (fluke) in the spring 
months can now land 5,000 pounds per 
trip. 

Massachusetts officials amended 
the stringent regulations which orginally 
called for a 500 pound limit. New 
Bedford area fishermen and processors 
opposed that measure and threatended 
to fish from Rhode Island where the 
limit was at 5,000 pounds. 

Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries Director Phil Coates informed 
fishermen he would seek an emergency 
amendment which would allow 
fishermen a 5,000 pound limit up until 
the total seasonal quota is reached. It is 
not known what effect fluke by-catch 
recordings would have on the overall 
plan. 

Under a new federal management 
plan, states with historical track records 
of landing fluke have been allocated 
drastically reduced levels of poundage 
to harvest for 1993. 

The plan calls for Massachusetts 
fishermen to be allowed to land up to 
800,000 pounds of fluke in 1993 with 
256,000 pounds coming 
from the months of January 
to May. After a public 
hearing in November, the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries settled on 
allowing fishermen in the 
state to land only 500 
pounds per trip. 

Meanwhile Rhode 
Island, known for being the 
largest fluke landing state in 
the Northeast was allocated 
just under 2 million pounds 
of allowable catch.

Weather Service To Shut Down 
HF Weather Facsimile Transmissions 


The National Weather Service 
(NWS), part of the National Oceanic 
& Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), is presently the major 
provider of HF radiofacsimile 
weather and oceanographic charts to 
the fishing and maritime community 
in the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, the 
Caribbean and the Great Lakes. The 
NOAA Administrator and the 
National Weather Service Director 
are considering shutting down ALL 
of these HF radiofacsimile broadcasts 
effective on or about April 1,1993. 

This means that HF radiofax 
transmitters located at Boston, MA, 
New Orleans, LA Rogers City, MI, 
San Francisco, CA, Kodiak, AK and 
Honolulu, HI will cease to operate. 
The termination of these services will 
affect the safety of all mariners. But 


especially hard hit will be the 
commercial fishermen who have 
come to rely not only on these 
weather charts, but on oceanographic 
data such as sea temperature charts to 
improve their catches. There will be 
no NWS graphic data available. At a 
time when Europe and Asia are 
expanding weather services in 
support of fishing, the NWS cutback 
deals a blow to the U.S. competitive 
edge in domestic waters. 

Gone will be the advantages 
inherent in the automatic reception of 
weather charts which are rarely 
adversely affected by radio noise. 

But perhaps most of all, gone will be 
the ability of mariners to make their 
own independent forecasts. It is 
vitally important that affected 
individuals and associations contact 


their Representatives and Senators 
and make their collective voices 
heard. After April 1,1993, it will be 
too late.

Seafood Coop held a briefing at 
the Durant Sailloft Inn in December 
for all seafood representatives to visit 
with the newly elected and discuss 
problems in the industry. Mr Bullard 
would like to see the industry united 
for manangement purposes. FLAC 
sees this as a plus. Flowever, unless 
the non-owner has some rights in 
some capacity the active fisherman 
will disappear to corporate greed. 
There are ideas within the 
management proposals from Coop 
which should have a united stance 
but there are others which would 
restrict young non-owners from ever 
realizing a dream. All FLAC asks,” Is 
that in any proposal the facts are dealt 
with and the lies and faults corrected? 

Congressman Barnie Frank 
delivered a discourse on 
Administrator/Prosecutor/judge 
practices in enforcement procedures. 
He said, “Enforcement is playing 
‘Gotcha’ and we can’t have this”. 


President of FLAC, Alan Case 
pointed out to the group that 
Amendment TWO (2) or the 
Fisheries Management Plan is 
flawed. Amendment TWO was never 
processed legally, in fact, it did: not 
go to public hearings. I don’t know 
what we can do about this, he Said. 
“Isn’t it a shame when a group of 
individuals (FLAC) is obliged to 
contact the Attorney General of the 
United Slates, to report crime by the 
governing body: to retrieve our 
rights. I thought the minutemen did 
this 200 years ago for us.” 

Secretary, Caitlin Morris 
informed the group of the killings of 
larvae and juvenile fish at one power 
plant, Brayton Point, Somerset, MA. 
She quoted from the statistics from 
the Division of Marine Fisheries 
Report. She spoke of the between 250 
million - 630 million larvae and 
juvenile fish entrained by the piower 
plant each year and, added, by tLAC 
calculation that is 200 times more 
than fisherman, collectively, fish. 
When you consider ‘overfishing’ 
include these statistics in your 
formula to evaluate who or what may 
be depleting fish stocks. When FLAC 
representatives approach the advisory 
council we implore them to consider 
the impact of power plants on the 


fisheries and say to them if they are 
for conservation, shut down the 
power plants then restrict fishing as 
needed. 

Congressman Con 

FLAC received a letter from 
Congressman Barney Frank stating 
he does not intend to support FLAC’s 
position on the self-employment 
status of the non-owner fishermen. 
FLAC says they are employees. Rep. 
Frank goes on to say in his veiw, 
back taxes would be a very unfair 
burden for people (FLAC wants to 
know which people ) in this situation 
and would cause a very serious 
problem for an area of our state 
which is already experiencing 
economic difficulties. Rep. Frank 
says at this point I intend, in the 
absence of any information that 
might change my mind, to pursue 
legislation which would follow 
S.1603. S.1603 is the final draft of 
the bill changing the number of men 
to ten from nine and setting the per, 
for per men, to SI00 (one hundred 
dollars) and still remain self 
employed. 

While Rep. Frank says many 
people in the New Bedford area 
disagree with FLAC’s position and

A program to serve mariners and their families 
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prefer the solution embodied in 
S.1603. 

FLAC’s sensitivity to economic 
hardship brought us to the realization 
of the majority of non-owner 
fisherman and their families who 
suffer the consequences of paying 
back taxes with overly burdensome 
pay schedules. 

How can it be, in this day and 
age, that certain fishermen are 
excluded from this tax requirement? 
This is ludicrous and must be 
adjusted to an all inclusive 
indiscriminate tax plan by 
implementing a fair, equatablc and 
reasonable tax solution for all parties. 

It is equally important to note that 
in discussion with Rep. Frank that he 
had not heard from anyone else on 
employee status. We urge all SIU 
members to go to the union hall and 
ask that your union support you as 
employees and not continue to 
support the existing charade. 

Settlement House Heist 

FLAC in keeping with 
educating our members, is 
supplying the copy of the laws 
governing a fisherman’s 
pay/wages. Questions 
regarding interpretation should 
be addressed to FLAC’s Legal 
Liason or to an attorney of 
your choice. Report any 
holding of wages to FLAC 
and we will investigate it for 
you and direct information to 
you and to the proper

maintenance of the spouse or minor 
children of the master or seaman, or 
both. A payment of wages to a master 
or seaman is valid, notwithstanding 
any prior sale or assignment of wages 
or any attachment, encumbrance, or 
arrestment of the wages. 

(b) An assignment or sale of wages 
or salvage made before the payment 
of wages does not bind the party 
making it, except allotments

FLAC is 
investigating the process to see if 
these facts were ever introduced to 
the Third World Court and may be a 
basis for an appeal and injunction 
against further harassment of vessels 
fishing near or over an imaginary 
line.
